Guts in Korea 
Seen as "New 
Look'' Trend 

WASHIKOTOH, Dec 18 HV-The 
army set out today to carry out 
President Eisenhower's order lor re- 
duelnc Infantry forces in Korea, 
a dramatic fint example of tho 
"iww loofc" military policy going In- 
to effect.'' 

spokesman said the decision 
which Ivo of tlie six army 
dlTlsIom In Korea would be with- 
drawn initially from the ormlsUce- 
slienced tnni wu one for ths for 
esst army command. 

Offlelsls of that command said 
deptrturs of ths divisions could 
not come Inunedia^ly, There were 
Indications that ft procedure used 
in Europe at ths dose of World war 
II would be followed In Korea. At 
that time men whose overseas duty 
was nesrlng an end were transfer- 
red Into a division earmarked for 
return and men In that division 
with short service assigned to an 
outfit scheduled to stay.

IKE LACKS SUPPORT 
. Many observors are remlndlns; m afreili of 
the dlffcrencM between the GO-called "El- 
■enhowcr wing" and the conservative wins of 
the Republican party. 

In such reminders they seldom fall to point 
■ out that President Elsenhowor's political 
strength. lies with the people, and to a con- 
alderablc extent with the various Republican 
stfltB governors who favored him in 19B3. In 
congress, It Is noted, ho is backed by a rela- 
tively powerless minority. 

There can be little question that these ob- 
servations are accurate. For the most part, 
thc''R[^Ident'5 wing ot the party doos not 
* command the seats of power— the committee 
chairmanships. Of course, the White House 
con do nothing at all about this. Mr. Elsen- 
hower must court committee chairmen to 
have any hope at all of getting his prosram 
through, even though many of these men 
probably oppose his views. 

Yet there is one odd aspect ot this situa- 
tion which seems to draw sllghC comment 
from the political analysts. ITio President's 
supporters in congress, poxtlcularly in the 
senate, are not only lacUng in power, they ore 
almost, totally silent. 

When the topic at Issue Is communism In 
government, this silence Is understood by all. 
Few senators In either party today regard it 
as wise to put themselves at variance with 
those who have gained public stature as 
the champions of the antl-communlst fight. 
Indeed, most view It u-sulclde. 

Blit government Is not yet limited to this 
dnale iMue. Tbe PresSdect k developing slow- 
ly a whole noge of pohdes. Many of these 
have not JeHed as of this Ume, but his 
general bent 1« well known. His outlookjn 
soma of these fields is, in other words, suf- 
ficiently clear to permit defense. 

Btlll, Ur. Btoenhower ixis virtually ho vocal 
defenders on eapUol hill. Tht men who ought 
to be ipeaking, both ■ from' personal con- 
viction and'^rbnt loyalty to the views that he 
and they ,asree upon, are saying nothing. 
They behave as If the fear that grips them on 
the eommunlfft question had paralyzed thehr 
vocal cords. .' 

To be sure, those men stood up and were 
counted in the first session of the 83rd con- 
gtess'thls ycoTi But normally'a President can 
- iook for more than Just voteif from bis ardent 
congressional, backers — 

As it stands, Mr. Elsenhower hu no acUve 
_BpokC5men., Senator _KiiowIand,_the .majority, 
leader, has placed himself at a point Inter- 
mediate between the President and his party 
opponents. Xrldently this has encouraged 
others, like Senator Smith of New Jersey, 
to take a similar stance. 

£ven the Republican conservatives must 
wonder at the frailty of their vocal opposi- 
tion. And to the President. It must seem 
itnmge to be able to command 34 million 
Totes but not a single public advocate In the 
legislative halls. 



MISSED OPPORTUNITY 
The case of Walter Heuther, head of the 
do, la rather a sad one. You might say It's an 
example of missed opportunity. 

As the leader of one of the nation's great 
labor federations, Reuther could be an eco- 
nomic statesman. He chooses instead to make 
blmself a narrow, partisan labor politician. 
And In doing so he must forfeit the right to 
the wide audience he would like to command. 

Right now he's chiding President Elsen- 
hower for "not doing enough" to avert an 
economic slump. Not long ago he was Imply- 
' Ing that the American worker had been 
\ brought close to niln by the GOP administra- 
tion, though he offered no facts in support. . 
Durlng-the recent CIO convention, Rcuthcr 
; and other organization leaders frankly made 
no effort to opprnlso the Harry. Dexter White 
case factually. They Just went In search of 
ammunition useful In defending firmer Pres- 
ident Truman. 

Reuther sees President Elsenhower as a 
"tragic figure." He saw him that way shortly 
before he broke all records with 34 million 
votes at the polls. 

Possibly the real tragedy Is that a key labor 
leader 'can see no wiser 'course of leadership 
than to moke himself the dc facto head of 
i the Democratic party's labor division. Rcuth- 
t er is looking through the wrong end of the 
: telescope.

Tlia prtAlem la stated most tlm' 
ply by Dr. R. B. Pataisen. tiead of 
the power leaoter section of atomlo 
energy commission. Dr. Petersen la 
one of the real opUmlata on atomic 
power dertlopminL 

The cost of •leotrlo power pro- 
duction tiom a staaro-BtwraUon 
plant reoently oomplstad in Belgium 
Is Bjl mUls—not quite one-tenth of 
" cent— per kilowatt "hour. 

By comparison. Jn 3S base-load 
power plants built In the Dnlted 
States between 1M9 and ieS3. pro- 
duction costs rjmge from 3,s to 0 
mills per kilowatt hour. None was 
ovsr 0 mUla and coly half were 
der 6 mUIa. 

If atomic energy power could be 
developed for, aoy, 8 mllla per kilo- 
watt hour. It would today be com- 
peUtlre In Belgium. If It could be 
produced for s mllla. It would be 
competitive with half of tha moat 
modom planta la the D. 8. 

While the costs of uranium or plu- 
tcalum— the boUe Ilsalonablo malc- 
rjal used in aComla power reacCon— 
never have been made public, one 
recent estimate put the cost of uran- 
ium at tS,CiOO a pound. This would 
put the atomic fuel costs for power 
generation at from 1 to IJ mills per 
kilowatt hour. 

This figure Is baaed on a calcula- 
tion that only 1 per cent of tho en- 
ergy la the atomlo fuel Is burned 
out. If and when more efficient re- 
actors ore buUt to bum a higher per- 
centage of the fuel and release more 
energy, the coat wUl of course eome ' 

Bui even with only 1 per cent fuei- 



. burning efficiency. It now .appear* 
that atomic fuel costs for power 
generation ara already compstltlve 
wlUi coaL At It ft ton, coal ooats for 
power are from S to 3JI mills per 
kilowatt hour. Atomlo tusi 'woulA be 
a third to a tiair obsaper. 

The catch Is In ths oapltal Inrtat- 
mect for powsr plant eonstiuoUon, 
but even here the outlook is not too 
gloomy. 

Steam power plants ooat Biouad 
$300 per kilowatt, assuming an 80 
per cent plant-uae factor, or 7,000 
hours ft year. Can atomic power ap- 
proach this flguref 

To ploy It safe; atomic sclentliu 
soy they wont be In the soma. ball 
park with coUTentlonal fuels tmtli 
they set down' to at least gSSO per 
kilowatt construction costa. Some of 
tha deslgOa tMOng worked oo by pri- 
nts Industry have whittled the iig- 
nre down to t30O-M00 — on paper. If 
the t330 mark can be attained, then 
a eo.000-kllowatt plant, would coat 
about IS mlUlon dollars. 

The ecooo-kuowatt plant 
atomlo energy oommlssIoQ recently 
ijinoumed for oonstmetlon is not 
expected to get down to this com- 
petltlTe figure.

For the tlmoibelng Premier Qeor- 
gl Malenkov, believed to be still very 
much In control, has succeeded In 
protecting his own men.

Jew who Is stJll the 
greatest Industrial organiser In Rus- 
sia, and.Anaatas I. Mlkoyan who 
conlrdls trade. 

Malenkov Is believed to have cioss 
links with the bis technicians nnd 
his power possibly depends on the 
degree to which he will be able to 
Identify himself with them while 
maintaining control ol the party 
machine.

If congress approves Brownell's 
proposal for admitting wire-tap evi- 
dence, the govomment plans to re- 
prosecute former government elrt 
Judith Ooplon, who has been con- 
victed ol conspiring to spy for Rus- 
sia. Her New York conviction was 
thrown out by on appeals court 
a technicality. Her Washington 
conviction was upheld, but the ap- 
peals court sold ahe could get. a 
new trial It she eon rfiow thot her 
te1ophone--waa tapped, which the 
government concedes. 

Also hampering, the govemment^ 
efforts has been the reluctance of 
some former participants In spy 
rings to talk about their actlvltlei. 
They have Invoked the prolecllon 
of the 5th amendment of the con- 
stitution against giving testimony 
that might be self-lncrlmlnatlng. 

Other legal obstacles have been 
the three-year statute of Untltallon 
en peace time espionage and the 
possibility ot weakening the nation* 
al security by disclosing secret or 
classified Intormatlonjn open court. 

Officials concede there Is no 
guarantee that even strict new lavs 
wlU be the complete answer to So- 
viet espionage In the United Slates.
